Columbus, O., Nov. 7.—There are Indi- 


cations of a considerable dissipation of 
the support of the "Golden Rule" Jones' 
Independent candidacy, undoubtedly due 
to the hammering it has received from 
the two regular party committees. They 
secured the names and addresses of the 
signers of Jones' petition for candidacy 
and have used influence on thejn to bring 
tlu-on back into their old party ranks, 
undoubtedly with eome success.

There are six candidates for governor

The Jones vote 
will reduce the vote of all othws, includ- 
ing that of th« Prohibitionists, the Union 
Re-form and the Social Labor tickets, and 
the result depends very materially on 
•where most of the Jonea vote will come 
from, 


It la certain that either George K. 


Nash, Republican, or John R. McLean, 
Democrat, will be elected.

pulls more from the Democrats than 
from the Republicans, the prediction of 
Chairman Dick that Judge Naah will 
have 50,000 plurality may be realized. 
But if Chairman Seward is correct in 
assuming that Jones will draw much 
more heavily from the Republicans than 
from the Democrats, then McLean will 
be elected.

Will Be Close In Nebraska. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 7.—The Nebraakan 


campaign closed last night with rallies 
In a number of the larger towns. Esti- 
mates of chairmen at Republican and 
Populist headquarters do not vary great- 
ly, and conservative men on both sides 
believe the result will be close. In this 
city and county Judge Reese (Rep.), for 
supreme judge, will run ahead of his 
ticket slightly, and his managers con- 
tend that the same rule will hold good 
all over the state. They refusal to admit 
of the possibility of his defeat. 


At the state house there is greatest 


confidence in a fusion victory. Governor 
Poynter,. who accompanied Mr. Bryan 
the greater part of the time in, his two 
weeta of fcampalgning, gaid the letter's 
presence acted as an inspiration, and if 
the result was at any time in doubt Mr.

Mayor Weaver'has Issued 
a proclamation appealing .for order and 
cautioning the police.

Will remain here until after election. A 
number of reports have been current as 
to orders said to have been sent to militia 
companies throughout the state to hold 
themselves In readiness for a call. Be- 
yond the anxltty which springs from a 
knowledge of the feeling aroused in the 
campaign and the possibility, always 
present in a city election, of an out- 
break of trouble with a certain class of 
political workers, there is nothing to in- 
dicate that the services of the militia 
will b* required. 


The campaign closed last night with

The Republicans 
have carried the city at the state elec- 
tions on each of the past three years, but 
there seems to be every indication that 
this year the city will be Democratic, 


The most Interesting fight in the stat« 


Is that against the return of Senator 
Parsons, the independent Republican 
candidate for senator in the Franklin- 
Hampshire district. The regular Re- 
publican nominee Is Charles W. Hazle- 
ton, and there Is no Democratic candi- 
date In the flsld, hence th* result wiH be 
interesting as a test of the popularity 
of the expansion policy, which was dis- 
approved by Senator Parsons. 


The Battle In Maryland. 


Baltimore, Nov. 7.—Both parties are at 


the polls today, with the leaders of each 
assuring their followers of a certain vic- 
tory. 
Chairman1 Vandiver of the Dem- 


ocratic state central committee asserts 
that hie party will carry Baltimore city 
and 20 out of the 23 counties of the state, 
and George Shyrock, the Republican 
chairman, concedes to John W. Smith, 
the Democratic candidate for governor, 
nothing save his own county, Worcester. 
The Democratic prediction is for a plu- 
rality approaching 12,000, while the Re- 
publicans claim that Governor Lowndes 
will be re-elected by 2000 or 3000 less. 
Conservative estimates 
are that the 


Democrats will get a plurality of 1200 
in the nine counties on the eastern shore, 
and about the same i£ northern-central 
Maryland, which will be overcome, prob- 
ably, with several hundred votes to 
spare, by the Republican* in western and 
southern Maryland, leaving Baltimore 
city, with a registered vote of about 
110,000, as debatable ground. 
Neither 


of the parties Is holding its own voters 
solidly. 
Former Congressman Charles 


H. Coffin of the Fifth (southern Mary- 
land) district, a leading Republican, has 
declared for the Democratic ticket, and a 
revolt of considerable proportions has 
been organized against Congressman 
Mudd in that section of the state. Sen- 
ator Wellington's friends are rather 
lukewarm in their support of Governor 
Lowndes, the senator having accused 
the governor of treachery and retired 
at the begining of the campaign from 
the slate committee 
chairmanship, 


which be had held since 1895. in which 
year Governor Lowndes was elected by 
18,000 plurality. 


How It Looks In Iowa. 


Des Moines, la., Nov. 7.—The cam- 


paign has been warmly waged by both 
the leading parties, and the chairmen of 
both state committees express confi- 
dence in polling a comparatively full vote 
for an off year and belief that the con- 
test of ballots will result in victories for 
their 
respective 
tickets. 
Chairman 


Weaver of the Republicans estimates that 
tht plurality for his party, will run from 
40,000 to 45,000, while Chairman Huffman 
is satisfied with saying thai he believes 
that enough disaffected Republicans 
will refuse to vote or will vote the Demo- 
cratlc ticket to give his party a small 
plurality. The best estimates on the 
legislature are that the Republicans will 
have an overwhelming majority on joint 
ballot and elect the next United States 
senator to succeed John H. Gear. 


Rspublicsns Feel Confident. 


Sioux Falls, S. D.,, Nov. 7.— Any fore- 


cast on the election in South Dakota is 
pure guess work. Not a towhship in the 
state has been polled and but one thing 
is certain and that is that a light vote 
will be polled. Chairman Kidd of the 
fusion committee thinks 70 percent of 
the vote will be cast,_ and Chairman 
Harrack of the Republican committe» 
agrees that this estimate is about right.

unions for further action, upon the pass- 
age of which, the Textile council will 
have the power to proceed further in 
the premises. 
When all these formali- 


ties are gone through with, the time set 
for the advance to take place will have 
passed, and a crisis will have been 
reached. 


The members of the Textile council 


are a unit in their belief that the man- 
ufacturers have fairly refused to grant 
their demands for an increase in wages, 
and if they are given the power by their 
organizations' they will, if it is deemed 
practical, order a strike, as a protest 
against the action of the mill men.

Continue to Come in from South 


African Districts. 


Nov. 7.—The war ftfflce an- 


nounced at midnight thai no dispatches 
had been received beyonci [hose already 
made public and that nothing further 
would be issued1 before noon today. Thus 
not a solitary official Item of news has 
been posted1 for nearly 24 hours. 


This has given rise to a crop of ru- 


mors that Ladysmith's ammunition is 
exhausted, that General White is mor- 
tally wounded, that both facts are being 
concealled and that other unlucky hap- 
penings have taken place. For all these 
reports there is absolutely no foundation. 
At the same time the Britisher has hart 
little to stimulate him within the lagt 
24 hours, except the news of the con- 
fident attitude of the Ladysmith gar- 
rison, and its slight successes last Thurs- 
day and Fridayi 


Advices from other parts of South Af- 


rica are distinctly unpalatable, and 
everything points to a critical situa- 
tion in Natal and the northern portions 
of Cape Colony, likely to grow more 
acute until General White Is either re- 
lieved or decisively defeated. 
Nobody 


dares to think of capitulation. 
Rather 


than this he is expected, in last resort, 
If Ladysmith becomes untenable, to 
make a desperate effort to cut hia way 
through the Boers back into lower Natal 
and to Join hxnds with the garrison 
there, which is now almost certain to be 
reinforced by the first arrivals of the 
army corps from England, and to be 
pressed forward to renew touch with 
him. 


It is generally assumed, however, that 


General White, with the aid of the naval 
guns, will be able to cope with any 
bombardment, and the idea that the 
Boers could take Ladysmith by assault 
Is scouted as absurd. 
The defense thus 


depends upon the uninterrupted working 
of the naval guns. Right here\arises the 
Important question—upon which the dis- 
patches have thrown' no light—whether 
the naval guns, which themselves only 
arrived at the last moment, have with 
them sufficient ammunition to reply to 
a bombardment lasting possibly several 
weeks. 
If not, it is hardly likely that 


•works exist in a small t««vn like Lady- 
smith for casting the special sheila 
needed for the 4.7-inch guns, and, more- 
over, there is no mention of stores of 
lyddite at Ladysmith 
for recharging 


these shells. 


Meanwhile vague remarks in the dis- 


patches point to the impending arrival 
of further big-Boer fruns from Johan- 
nesburg, to be mounted among the hills 
within range of Ladysmith. Such con- 
siderations explain the anxiety felt re- 
garding General White's movements and 
position, not only by the public, but In 
official clrclpn.

"The British retirement to Estcourt 


has given the impression that it is in- 
tended to make a stand there. Estcourt 
is the last important town between the 
Boers and the capital of Natal, and, if 
the Boers swept past Estcourt, nothing 
can stop them from laying siege to Fie- 
termarltzburg, which cannot be expected 
to make » w«tracted defense, while its 
fall would -oc a tremendous blow to Brit- 
ish prestige through South Africa. 


Already the British retirement south 


of Colenso has given the Boers an op- 
portunity to make a bid for the active 
support of the disaffected Dutch in Natal 
by proclaiming the annexation of the 
upper Tugela section. Thus far the 
Dutch colonists seem to have confined 
their sympathy with the invading Boers 
to a platonic emotion. Except for sur- 
reptitious assistance, there is no evi- 
dence that they have yet joined the Boers 
openly in any appreciable numbers. 


The reported British retirement from 


Stromberg Junction, however, will be 
followed doubtless by a similar Boer 
proclamation annexing the portions of 
Cape Colony lying directly south of the 
Orange • Free State. These proclama- 
tions, as in the case of Bechuanaland, 
have been and will be immediately fol- 
lowed by British counter-proclamations, 
but to the eyes of the- Dutch farmers the 
presence of one Boer commando is prob- 
ably more impressive than the expecta- 
tion of the arrival of the whole British 
army in the rnore or less distant future. 


The British newspapers publish a list 


Of the transports due to arrive at Cape 
Town from today. According to this 
some 20,000 men should reach the Cape 
by-the end of next week, but the ad- 
miralty issued a chilling warning last 
evening to the effect that no disappoint- 
ment must be felt by the public if the 
transports should not arrive at the dates 
mentioned, dates which, the war office 
says, are "based in many cases upon too 
-sanguine expectations." 


A dispatch from Estcourt, Natal, dated 


Nov.. 4, noon, says: A reliable messen- 
ger has Just arrived from Ladysmith, 
passing the Boer lines during- the night, 
who leports that heavy fighting occurred 
on Thursday around Ladysmith. 
The 


hottest engagement waa on George 
Tathams's farm, on the Orange Free 
State sid* of Besters. The British drove 
the Boers back to their camp. The 
enemy suffered great loss,, and 30 mount- 
ed Boers were captured. 


The fighting was resumed Friday, the 


Boers firing from Nosdwathshana hill. 
near Pepworth's farm. Again they were 
driven back with loss on their camp. 


A large Boer force, with artillery, un- 


der John We&sals, has taken up a posi- 
tion on th« l«ft of Beacon, locating on 
the Woodhous*. Piecione* and Lang- 
varaoht firm*, facing Besterg, and a 
small commander is now encamped fac- 
ing the south side of Platers station, 
commanding the railway. The Boers 
have torn up th* culverts of the railway 
near Platers station nnd have burned the 
wooden portions.

'TPHE bookman and the book woman 


I who have begun to scan the count- 
• ers where new publications are dis- 
played will notice with interest the 
large part which women seem to have 
played in the making of the new liter- 
ature of the year. Looking over the 
volumes one is impressed by the wide 
range of subjects covered, every depart- 
ment of letters from astronomy to fic- 
tion 
being represented. In 
juvenile 


literature there is. as one would expect, 
a preponderance of women writers. 
Whether their work in this line excels 
that of m=n is an open question; cer- 
tainly very few of the new children's 
books show that fine touch which indi- 
cates the true literary gift. 


One volume of children's: verses, how- 


ever, is notably an exception to this 
rule. It is a small book embellished 
with sharming sketches of chubby, 
dimpled children. The artist and au- 
thor is Sarah Noble Ives, a young wo- 
man who made a success in the field of 
illustrating in New York before she re- 
moved her studio to Boston, about a 
year ago. Her knowledge of art she 
gained through several years spent 
abroad in the studios of famous Pari- 
sian artists, but her literary gift is a 
matter of inheritance, for the young 
artist and versifier belongs to a family 
that has produced a number of success- 
ful writers. The late Charles A. Dana 
was a family connection, and it was 
partly through his advice that she gath- 
ered together the little verses, illustrat- 
ed them and added a number for the 
purpose of bringing out a book. The 
verses have a charming lilt and an in- 
tuitive comprehension of what children 
like. 


Probably the most notable book of the 


year from the woman's standpoint is 
that containing the reminiscences 
Julia Ward Howe, whose "Battle Hymn 
of the Republic" as a war lyric has not 
been surpassed in this half century. 
Mrs. Howe's book is said to be intensely 
interesting, for she writes with the skill 
of an artist, and her position and work 
in the world have given her exceptional 
opportunities to know all who have 
been worthy of knowing. As one of the 
greatfst of modern philanthropists and 
refoimers, her point of view will also 
give piquancy to pages otherwise val- 
uable from the standpoint of history of 
the times. 


Several of the books which Already 


may be classified as selling well are the 
work of women who learned the mas- 
tery of the pen in the field of daily 
journalism. Among these are Miss 
Mary Krout, who has been the foreign 
correspondent of one of the big Chicago 
dallies; Miss Amy Leslie, who has act- 
ed as dramatic critic on a well known 
newspaper, and Mrs. Elia W. Peattie, 
a journalist of wide experience. Miss 
Krout has issued several books before 
the present one, "A Looker On In Lon- 
don." 
Her preceding book on Hawaii 


achieved 
decided 
popularity. 
Miss 


Krout succeeded Miss Kate Field as her 
newspaper's representative in those is- 
lands. 


Miss Amv Leslie has compiled a num- 


ber of reminiscences and anecdotes of 
"Some Players." 
The book is hand- 


somely illustrated and is, in fact, an 
edition de luxe. Miss Leslie has a 
charming manner of writing and there 
is no doubt that the embellishments of 
Japan paper and expensive engravings 
are not required to make the book ac- 
ceptable to the discriminating reader. 


"Intimate China," by Mrs. Archibald 


Little, the wife of an English diploma- 
tist who spent many years in Japan, is 
written in that gossipy, conversational 
vein that makes fact sound like a de- 
lightful fairy tale. Her book is elab- 
orately illustrated and what it tells of 


the women of China is both new and 
interesting. 


The Lincoln literature has two con- 


tributors. Nancy Hanks Hitchcock pre- 
sents a "Life of Nancy Hanks," while 
Ida Tarbell publishes a volume in re- 
gard to Lincoln himself. Miss Tarbell, 
who is a western Pennsylvania woman, 
went to New York a few years ago 
with some new and novel ideas of treat- 
ing history serially in the magazines. 
After meeting with the usual dis- 
couragements from 
doubting editors 


she found one who was willing to try 
her experiment. The result surpassed 
expectation and practically made a suc- 
cess 
of the 
publication. After 
her 


studies of great historical characters 
are published serially Miss Tarbell al- 
ways has issued them in book form, 
and their sale has been steady and 
profitable to her. 


In scanning the new books thosa who 


have an Interest in women's success in 
unusual lines cannot but be impressed 
by the increas'ng excellence of the 
work of the women illustrators. Mary 
Baker-Baker, whose funny pictures of 
animals are a feature of the humorous 
magazines, has gathered a number ol 
the sketches together under the title of 
"Animal Jokes." 


Maud Humphreys has a couple of vol- 


umes of sketches, clever and charac- 
teristic, while Florence Scovel, as the 
illustrator of "The Loom of Destiny," 
Arthur J. Stringer's series of clev- 
er 
and 
original sketches of child 


life, presents some remarkably tak- 
ing pictures of slum childhood. The 
sketches have an 
individuality all 


their own. The ragged urchins and 
maidens are a smtling, good natur- 
ed lot, with a funny recklessness that 
makes one love them for their rags and 
bonhomie.

The old favorites, Mary B. Wllkins, 


Octave Thanet, Harriet Prescott Spof- 
ford, Ellen Olney Kirk, Ruth McEnery 
Stuart, Sarah Orne Jewett and Louise 
Chandler Moulton, are seen on the fic- 
tion table, with countless gorgeously 
bound works by new writers vho are 
making their first bows to the public. 


The notable women writers of verse 


are few, the only new volume to which 
there is a familiar name being Louise 
Imogen Guiney's. Gertrude Hall, who 
collaborated on one of the best metrical 
Translations of "Cyrano de Bergerac," 
presents a dainty book of verse enti- 
tled "The Age of Fairy Gold." 


Mrs. H. D. T. Whitney, now well on 


in her seventies, is as delightful as ever 
in her latest book for girls. Mrs. Whit- 
ney's stories have achieved a popular- 
ity among girls that no writer since 
Louisa M. Alcott has attained. Among 
a certain clique of young women Mrs. 
Whitney is an idol whose stories are 
eagerly watched for and read and re- 
read with enthusiasm. '''Square,Pegs,"' 
her new book for this year, is the story 
of a young woman of strong individ- 
uality who finds it difficult to conform 
to the accepted standards of the life 
to which it has pleased Providence to 
call her. 


Mrs. Caroline Leslie Field, a daugh- 


ter of the popular Mrs. Whitney, has al- 
ready published a couple of books, ju- 
venile in character, the interest of her 
present one, "Nannie's Happy Child- 
hood," being in the fact that it is sup- 
posed to be a lifelike picture of her own 
childhood, and, therefore, illustrating 
her distinguished mother's ideas in re- 
spect to child education. 


It is odd to see a serious work on

She has written much and well on lit- 


erary subjects as well as astronomical, 
to her being intrusted the editing and 
publishing of the poems of the late 
Emily Dickinson. Her book on tho 
"Total Eclipses of the Moon" is attrac- 
tive in appearance and, it is hoped, will 
serve to introduce her to a place that 
has long awaited an adequate successor 
to Miss Mitchell, the new woman as- 
tronomer.

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Manicuring and Manicure Tools*

NY one who wants a sufficient- 
ly large but not extravagant 
manicuring outfit may consider 


herself well supplied if she has 
a pair of good manicuring scissors, a 
ete«l nail file, emery papers, one 
chamois burnisher and two orange 
sticks for alternate use. With these 
the nails may be kept in as good con- 
dition as with an expensive gold 
mounted manicuring set. 


A good nail file will cost 50 cents. 


In buying this it should be remember- 
ed that women need a fine file, while 
men, whose nails are thicker and 
heavier, require a coarser one. A wo- 
man's nail file should be very much 
like that which dentists use for filing 
the teeth. Orange wood manicuring 
sticks are round, like skewers, and 
blunt, flattened at the ends. One end 
of the stick should be sharpened like 
a lead pencil point with a knife, this 
(or cleaning under the nail. The oth- 
er end should be used for loosening 
the skin around the nails. 


The scissors are Intended for trim-' 


ming the nails to the shape and size 
required. 
After that the nail is 


smoothed with the file to remove 
roughness. The emery paper Is next 
rubbed crossways over the nail to re- 
move all loose or rough particles and 
for the purpose of making a fine, X 
smooth edge. The scissors should be 5 
of the best quality; cheap cutlery is # 
never an economy, for It soon loses =** 
Its edge. The scissors bought for less j» 
than $1.25 or $1.50 are not likely to ]5 
be satisfactory for a great length of 2 
time.

The indications this iriorning were 


for a very light vote in-this city and 
the pollticans were unable to offer a 
reasonable explanation.

THE CAMPAIGN IN THE PHILIP- 


FINES 


' Attention will now be centered on 
the Philippines. The rainy season is 
over and military plans maturing dur- 
ing the past months are now being put 
in action. The Americans are man- 
oeuvering to capture Aguinaldo and 
destroy 
his insurrectionary forces. 


Aguinaldo is now located a few miles 
tnorth of Tarlac and is on a line of re- 
treat along the Dagupan. and Manila 
railroad to the Dagupan, the northern- 
most terminal on Linguyan gulf. It 
was the opinion of military strategists 
that Aguinaldo should not be allowed 
the constant opportunity of retreat 
along the railroad, that he should be 
pressed in both directions. Up till the 
present the main feature of the Phil- 
ippine campaign has consisted in caus- 
ing the insurgent chief to retreat from 
city to city northward, no chance offer- 
ing to strike a decisive blow. "With the 
number of men at his command Gen- 
eral Otis could not do much more than 
give chase to Aguinaldo as he had been 
doing, but now that he has received 
heavy reinforcement he is in position 
to do better by the leader of the Tagals. 
So there is now an expedition on the 
v/ay to land at the northern terminal of 
the railroad. It is under the command 
of General Whearon, whose duty it is 
to inarch south along the railroad val- 
ley to the headquarters of Aguinaldo. 
General McArthur is marching north 
along the railroad and General Lawton 
is going northward, too, inclining to 
the east, into open country, to prevent 
If possible, the insurgent escape from 
the territory in which it is planned to 
hem him. The distances are short and, 
weather permitting, something excit- 
ing will happen in the Philippines in a 
few days. If Aguinaldo does not suc- 
ceed in eluding the forces now moving 
in on him he will have to fight and it 
will not take much more than ono good 
battle to secure his surrender.

The Fear of Hell 


The following report of a New York 


sermon, taken from the New York Her- 
ald, may be of isterest: 


A startling sermon was preached yes- 


terday morning by the Eev. Dr. 
Crowe in the Church of the Eternal 
Hope, in West Eighty-first street. His 
subject was "Why People Do not Go to 
Church." 


Instead of laying it to weariness 


after the week's work, to dull preach- 
ers, to doctrinal sermons, to any one 
of the half dozen things that other 
clergymen have recently advanced as 
explanations, Dr. Crowe boldly made 
this declaration: 


That people do not go to church be- 


cause they no longer believe it a ne- 
cessity to their soul's salvation. 


That of the people who do go to 


church three-fourths would not set 
foot in a church for ten years if they 
should cease to believe church attend- 
ance a. necessity of their souls' salva- 
tion. 


Dr. Crowe said that there could be no 


doubt that church attendance had fal- 
len off in the large cities, although he 
was not so sure of it as regards small 
towns and the rural 
districts. He 


quoted the recent statement by Dr. 
Hi His, of Plymouth church, that the 
tremendous pressure of work made 
people anxious to get into the country 
and breathe pure air on Sundays, but 
said that only fitted the situation In 
summer time. Those who stay away 
from church In summer, he said, do the 
same thing in winter. 


It was not the work of the week so 


much as the play that tired people out. 
It was the theatre and the club, enter- 
taining and being entertained, sleeping 
too little and eating too much, and this 
for six nights In the week, perhaps, 
oftener than hard work, that left peo- 
p!s exhausted, 


"Let me i/ell you another thin?," be 


continued. "Every preacher of con- 
aequenoe. over and over again, baa 
taken an old armon which few of hli 
hearers regarded highly, and has de- 
livered it with no change of thought or 
argumenit -with very slight change of 
wording1 at a banquet or on a plat-. 
form, and he has heard it applauded to 
the echo, and he has seen it wildely 
reported as a great speech. 


"This might be due." Dr. Crowe 


thought, "to the fact that people ex- 
pected to be entertained by a speech, 
but went to church expecting to ba 
bored." He admitted, though, that a 
preacher could not interest his au- 
dience If he talked about things in 
which they felt no interest. Discus- 
sions of creeds and church history are 
things in which the people take no In- 
terest nowadays. If they did there 
were 50 pulpits in this city which should 
draw multitudes. 


Dr. Crowe said that for 15 centuries 


the sole thought of religion, in the pop- 
pular mind, was a supernatural scheme 
to evade Sheol. During those 15 cen- 
turies the church was also cultivating 
art and music. It provided what edu- 
cation, there was. It gave literature its 
great ideals and it preserved the sanc- 
tity of home life, as well as public 
order an<I morality, and it helped peo- 
ple bear their daily burdens; but all 
that was not understood by the multi- 
tude In those days people went to 
church not because they wanted to, but 
because they had to. 


"Nobody asked whether the minis- 


ter was interesting to those days," he 
continued. "He could give them three 
straight hours of abtruse dogmatism, 
with mercury at zero and no fire in 
church; but their cringing fear of a 
time when it would be warm enough 
held them to the frosty benches with- 
out a murmur. It didn't make any dif- 
ference how hard they worked, nor 
how much they played, nor how diffi- 
cult they found it to pay the pew rent, 
they were in their places on Sunday. 


"It was not a pleasure, it was not a 


duty; it was a necessity of their souls' 
salvation. That was the history of it. 
right down to our own time. A third of 
you can remember when that basis of 
church attendance was 
still pro- 


claimed. It Is proclaimed yet, and be- 
lieved and acted on bjr three-fourths of 
all the people who still go to church in 
America, and three-fourths of that 
number would not set foot inside a 
church for the next ten years if they 
should cease to believe it very sud- 
denly. 


"Well, just think of it. In the last 30 


years that reason for church attend- 
ance has been swept away from the 
mtods of a large part of our city pop- 
ulation and from the minds of millions 
all "over the country who read and 
think. The entire theological scheme 
that stood like a pyramid for 15 cen- 
turies has suddenly collapsed. 


"Charles Darwin took the founda- 


tion from under Genesis within our 
own recollection. Then the higher crit- 
icism spread like wildfire until the in- 
tellectual leaders in all churches are 
saying that the Bible Is a religious 
literature whose authors knew no more 
about the future world than we do. 


<-I can remember when a doubt of the 


physical ressiurrection was blackest in- 
fidelity—I don't know where you could 
find it preached in New Tork today. 
That Christ was punished for our Bins 
was preached and prayed and sung in 
nearly all the churches when half of 
you were children; you must sent your 
children to the frontiers to hear it 
now. 
Less than a generation ago the 


devil was quite as prominent as the 
Deity in all theologic discourse. 


"Now, 
only the other day a minister 


out in Buffalo raked even Mr. Moody 
up hill and down dale for his unfaith- 
fulness to the blessed doctrine of Sheol 
Mr. Moody is preaching too much love 
and hope. We must stand by our good 
brother Moody. 


"Today there is no endless torment. 


Science and literature and common 
sense and morality have revolted from 
the doctrine of Divine Wrath and have 
expunged Sheol from the geography of 
the future. The result of all this is 
that the average man dismisses the 
whole subject of religion. If there is 
no devil he reasons that there may be 
no God. If Genesis does not agree with 
geology, he asks how does any one 
know that there is any truth in the 
Bible. 


"As he concludes he is in no danger 


of eternal punishment he goes bicycling 
on Sunday. To give up the great 
thing for which Christianity has stood 
for fifteen centuries has plunged the 
average man's religion into chaos. And 
church attendance will go on decreas- 
ing until we get a new foundation 
under our feet. 


"I do not doubt but that this sermon, 


were it to be widely perused, would be 
held up as an awful example. A Uni- 
versalist admitting that Universalism 
destroys- church attendance! I might 
even be thanked for speaking the plain 
truth. But that is .neither here nor 
there. 


"The 
old theology is downed. The 


word of any Unlversallst is but a drop 
in the bucket. The entire trend is away 
from 
the ancient dogmatism. The 


world Is rushing at a fearful rate to- 
ward a rational belief or none. The 
Unlversallst church Is here to stand in 
the breach and halt the flying column 
at a rational faith before it plunge* 
out into the darkness and the nowhere. 
It gladly welcomes Mr. Moody and all 
others who see the great light and feel 
that hope and love are better than hatt 
and despair."

' It seems such a abort time ago that 
the spring wedding was here in full 
force, and now comes the fall, present- 
Ing new Installments of brides, bridal 
finery and wedding cards, says the 
New York Sun. There can be no laws 
governing the selection of the bridal 
finery any more than concerning the 
brides themselves. The range is wide, 
individual tastes differed and the pos- 
sibilities endless. 
But the wedding 


cards are another matter. They are 
bound by Inflexible rules, yielding on- 
ly in the smallest of unimportant de- 
tails and changing slowly as becomes 
their state. There is one thing that 
can be said about the up to date wed- 
ding card, and that is that it has 
grown until It has reached the size 
that makes its relative of a year or 
'two ago soom mild and meek in com- 
parison. To be sure, the smaller sizes 
are used to a certain extent now, but 
the latest cards are Imposing. In the 
wording "honor" has gradually thrust 
out the formerly popular "pleasure." 
But whether it shall be "honor of your 
company" or "honor of your presence" 
depends upon the degree of formality 
there is In the occasion. At a church 
wedding itis the honor of your pres- 
ence that's requested. At a wedding 
reception good form says company. 


It was in the attempt to make the 


invitation very personal that the idea, 
was introduced of mixing up writing 
and engraving by writing the invited 
'guesf s name In the little blank space 
left for that purpose. It is a fad merely, 
i In wedding presents there is room 
for Individual taste to roam and to 
come back from its trips of investiga- 
tion bringing something entirely satis- 
factory. The same things are being 
given that have always seemed appro- 
priate, but there's a difference about 
them. It's a wise thing for the wo- 
man who starts out to buy to know 
just what she wants, for she seldom 
finds any help In the man behind the 
counter. "Please show me something 
new and appropriate for a wedding 
present," said one despairing shopper 
to the clerk in a large silverware es- 
tablishment "Well, berry spoons are 
| as new as anything," he returned slow- 
ly. But if berry spoons w«re old five 
years ago there are new spoons and 
forks and knives without number, each 
with some little eccentricity that 
marks it for its own career. One re- 
cent bride .received the very latest 
:thlng in coffee spoons. la the entire 
dozen no two were alike, and in that 
respect they resemble the old time sou- 
venir spoons. 
But instead of repre- 


senting 12 different places these rep- 
resent so many flowers. Clover, daisy, 
forgetmenot, fringed gentian, golden 
'rod, iris, marigold, morning glory, 
pansy, ragged sailor, thistle and vlolot 
make up the number. 


It's getting to be the regular custom 


for the family of the bride to give a 
full set of table silver, fitted into a 
'splendid bard wood chest. 
Such a 


chest of silver la no trifle to be despis- 
ed. Sometimes it holds as many as 15 
dozen sets, of silver and costs as much 
as $1,200. At the very least it holds 
five dozen sets 'and comes no lower 
than $100. But everything Isnt on so 
extensive a scale. There are any num- 
ber of little specialized articles to suit 
the limited purse and so useful an:l 
dainty that they cannot fail to be ac- 
ceptable. 
Sugar cutters and pepper 


mills are popular, although they are 
not exactly new. 


In spoons and forks and knives yon 


have a vague suspicion as you begin 
to look Into the subject that some one 
has begun with the first of the al- 
phabet and originated one of the three, 
sometimes more, to fit each known 
dish. Pastry Is one of the doubly 
blessed, for a pastry knife and pastry 
forks are essential to the happiness of 
the bride of the present day.

Orange 
cups and orange knives and orange 
spoons go hand in hand. And now 
some inventive genius has originated j 
grape scissors. There is one thing you | 
cannot fail to notice, and that is the j 
growing popularity of the very ornate 
silverware as a reaction from the 
plain severity of the patterns that 
have so long adorned the handles of 
our spoons and forks. 
, The very fctest thing of all is a leaf 
pattern that, beginning at the bowl of 
the spoon, for instance, proceeds In a 
series of overlapping leaves on both 
the upper and under surfaces of the 
handle. Another popular pattern goes 
back to nature, too, and chooses the 
'queenly chrysanthemum for Its model. 
*A sort of connecting link between the 
very plain and the much decorated 
styles Is furnished bV the broom com 
pattern. But silver isn't the only 
thing that the bride wants or gets. 
There are possibilities in bronze and 
in glass. Bronze busts or statuettes 
please her wonderfully. Sometimes the 
bronze statuette Is fitted with from one 
to six electric lights. One of the new- 
est Ideas In that line Is to have the 
electric lights themselves surrounded 
by the silken petals of the flower-de- 
luce, serving as shades. The effectof the 
light softened by the delicate tints of 
the flowers Is very beautiful. Speak- 
ing of lights, they should serve as a 
i<enjinder of a gift that's sure to please. 
If you really want to delight the heart 
of the bride, (rive her » pair of candle- 
•ticks.

AMMUNITION FOR OTIS, 


Supplies Canting Several Million Dot*1 


Inrs to Be Sent to Manila. 


The bureau of ordnance of the army 


at \Vasbington has Just completed ar- 
rangements to ship to Manila guns, 
ammunition, ordnance supplies and 
equipments for use by General Otis' 
army in the coming campaign against 
the insurgents. The cost of equipping 
the army in this branch alone will 
reach several million dollars. 


Each service has its particular equip- 


ments. For the infantry there will be 
more than 70,000 rifles, for which 
about 25,000,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion are provided. 
Eighteen million 


rounds are already on hand In the 
Philippines, and 7,000,000 will be dis- 
tributed among the different volunteer 
regiments ordered to Manila. The. 
cost of this ammunition is about $25,- 
000 for each million rounds, or a to- 
tal of $625,000. In addition to the In- 
fantry the secretary of war has given 
to General Otis nine batteries of ' 
inch field guns, each battery const - 
ing of six guns. The cost of a battery 
and its equipment is placed at $30,000, 
making the total cost of the nine bat- 
teries $270,000. They are to have 1,000 
rounds of ammunition for each gun. 
The ammunition consists largely of 
shrapnel, costing $5 a round, says the 
New York Sun. It is estimated that 
the ammunition for these batteries 
will cost an additional $270,000. The 
Philippine army has also 12 Colt au- 
tomatic guns, with an aggregate am- 
munition supply of 1,000,000 cartridges; 
33 Oatling guns, with 
more than 


7,000,000 rounds of ammunition, about 
one-third of which Is smokeless pow- 
der; 21 2 pounder mountain guns, 22 
12 poundpr mountain guns, with 1,000 
rounds of ammunition for each gun, 
and 12 Sims-Dudley dynamite guns. 


Orders have been issued by the chief 


of the bureau of ordnance for the ship- 
ment to Manila of 25,000 sets of in- 
fantry 
equipments, 
consisting 
of 


blankets, bags, straps, knives, forks, 
spoons and meat cans; 2,000 cavalry 
equipments, including saddles, bridles, 
lariats, leather buckles and rings, acd 
25 cavalry _ forges. Orders have also 
been issued for supplying the field 
mortars and siege guns now in the 
Philippines with the necessary ammu- 
nition for the coming campaign.

BACTERIA TO EAT SEWAGE. 


Novel Pianola Bolmr Used bj- Sanita- 


tion Expert* In England. 


W. H. Allen of the Unhersity of 


Pennsylvania, who is making a spe- 
cialty of municipal sanitation, passed 
through Chicago recently on his way 
to Minneapolis, whe^e he will read a 
paper before the American Public 
Health association on "Rural Sanita- 
tion." 


In regard to the sewage problem he 


said to a Chicago Record reporter: 


"In the large cities of England, 


where no sewage is allowed to flow 
Into rivers, land costs too much for 
filtration beds. For this reason large- 
ly they are now trying In Manchester, 
Bradford, Leeds and Exeter a bac- 
teriological scheme. The sewage runs 
into a large receptacle which is well 
stocked with bacteria. These minute 
organisms eat up the solid matter at a 
wonderful rate. As they work the 
Impurities rise to the top, and the wa- 
ter is drained off pure. Skilled bac- 
teriologists ore employed to look after 
these tanks, and they have been mak- 
ing all sorts of experiments In regard 
to growing bacteria and as to the 
amount they can eat. It has been found 
that It Is necessary to keep a great 
amount of food—that is, sewage—In 
the reservoirs in order to keep the ani- 
mals alive. The more food they have 
the faster they multiply, and thou- 
sands of gallons of sewage per day 
can easily be purified. The city owns 
these plants. All Inspectors and of- 
ficials connected with the system must 
pass a rigid examination on sanitation. 


"This system is as successful as it 


Is strange. It is no longer a theory, 
but works remarkably well in actual 
practice. Almost all the data with re- 
gard to the number of gallons per day 
which can be put through this process 
la at hand, and other cities in England 
are taking up the project right along."

Funeral Address Over Dr.

' The funeral services c* 
Luthe* Dana Woodbrtdr* of Williams 
college weuts held at 
Wlllltmstown 


yesterday afternoon. A prayer service 
*ook pfaoa at the horn* ot the deceased 
at 2.45, conducted by Rev. A. B. Bawett 
of Ware. At 8 o'clock the students 
marched by classes from In front of 
the ehapel to the Congregational 
church, wh«re the funeral «ervioea were 
Held. 


Behind the family and relatives of 


Dr. Woodbridgre were seated the facul- 
ty, his medical friends, and the seniors 
and juniors who took 
his elective 


course in anatomy. The rest of the 
main part of the church was occupied 
by townspeople, the students Bitting In 
the galleries. Eev. Willis H. Butler, 
pastor of the 
Pirat 
Conjrrejrational 


church, of -which Dr. Wocdbridre waa 
a member, opened the services with 
reading from the scriptures and pray- 
er. The college choir then sang- "When 
throug unruffled seas." 


Dr. John Bascom eulogized Dr. Wood- 


bridee' as strikingly a typ» of modern 
Puritanism and M an active and con- 
sistent ChriKtlan man. 


A Qurtet composed of Mrs. C. F. See- 


ley, Miss Skoog, G. S. Azhderaln and 
W. E. Foster followed vith an anthem, 
after which President Carter delivered 
the funeral address. 


President Carter'* address follows In 


part: "There might be noTf and then 
diversity of judgment, but his friends 
knew that he would stand by them to 
the last; that he would never believe 
that he would see through false repra- 
eentaittons; that he would boldly ex- 
press his faith in the reality of the 
.character of this* to whom he had once 
given his love. Intensely honest him- 


t-rthe conception of the (Slightest 


from truth on his part prob- 


ably never entered the mind of one who 
knew him well— he waa a stranger, an 
enemy to dishonorable arts and his 
daily life was a warm encouragement 
to all those who knew th« rectitude 
and simplicity of his love. This ca- 
pacity for friendship was one phase 
of a capacity for loyalty -"^leh perme- 
ated his entire nature. He djd not com- 
mit himself with complete loyalty to 
any cause hi which he did not some- 
where see or thought he saw evidence 
of its helpful relation ta the Divine 
Master, but if that evidence was clear 
in a cause, with what joy and with 
what patience he gave his life to its 
support. No martyr ever -went more 
heroically to the stake than this man 
•went through and adversities when the 
?*roice of Gcd called him to, a work." 


He spoke very highly of Dr. Wood- 


orldgre's work with the college and in 
closing said: "My friends, fe-w of us 
kniow yet the great void: that death 
will make in town, <roll«gs and church. 
We shall learn it mere perfectly as 
•we pass along, and some will perhaps 
BOOH wonder that they appreciated so 
Jlttle,the magnltud* of tn* service of 
this vanished life. What gave to him 
this power to bear BO many burdens 
•with such chetefulnww and even joy? 
It was his faith in tha great realities 
•—God, Christ, the reveal«r aiid. redeem- 
er, immortality, the sure answer to 
prayer, the ultimate victory «f 
the 


right. "When on« laid a hand in the 
hand of Dr. Wowdbridge, <vn« touched 
a hand that had laid hold of God. 
When on* leaned on hinj,, «ne leaned 
on a man whose feet were sttft firmly on 
the rock foundation; built by sovereign 
grace. His tend*r pleadings to our 
morning chapel Ven» the voice of a 
child addressed to its father. The In- 
visible realities were visible to him." 


Rev. G. V. Stryker, pastor of the 


White Oaks church, in the interest of 
which Dr. WflOdbridge had always 
been active, offered prayw, and after 
another hymn by the college choir. 
Eev. Mr. Butler pronounced the bene- 
diction. At the college cemetery, where 
burial took place. President Carter 
read the brief and impressive service 
pf the Congregational ritual. 
The

tridge's anatomy elective, F. B. Ed- 
wards and E. E. Risley of the class of 
1900, A. M. Menkel, H. C. Brown, W. K.

ALUMfaiOM* iV-CABLES. 


northwestern Elevated Road In. Chi- 
cago to Experiment With the Metal. 


The Chicago Record says: "Alumini- 


um is to have its first important trial 
as a commercial conductor of electric- 
ity on the Northwestern Elevated road. 
Twenty miles of inch and a half ca- 
bles are to be strung to distribute the 
motive power to the trolley rails of 
the road. Aluminium displaces copper 
on the road because of its cheapness. 
Copper has almost doubled in price 
•within a twelvemonth, while the light- 
er metal has dropped a shade in tha 
scale. Jaraes R. Chapman, the elec- 
trical engineer in charge of the new 
road, says: 
" 'After copper, aluminium Is the 


best conductor among the cheaper 
metals. An aluminium wire has the 
additional advantage of being lighter 
to handle and of being noncorrosive." 


"According to Mr. Chapman, a per- 


fect Joint has been made possible by a 
solder invented by a Chicago man." 


Naval Relics and Sqppltes to Be Sold. 


About the middle of November an- 


other sale of condemned supplies, fur- 
niture, clothing, powder and other arti- 
cles used in the navy, will take place in 
the navy yard at Brooklyn, says the 
New York Sun. Among the articles arc 
a 24 foot cutter and a balsa, or raft, 
from the wreck of the old Kearsarge 
on Ronpador reef, a cutter from the 
Buffalo, 8,000 boxes of cartridges, 1,180 
revolver holsters, 800 belts, 698 re- 
volvers, 60 rifles, 864 one pounder car- 
tridges, three Remington rifles, six 
bales of cotton, a lot of musical instru- 
ments used during the Santiago cam- 
paign, 2,880 pounds of coffee, 224 
pounds of sugar, 025 pounds of tea, 
1,330 pairs of shoes, 18,060 pairs of 
blankets, 38,516 mattress covers, 4,000 
towels, 51,000 pounds of tobacco, 814 
bread .bags and 35 pair of scales. 
Among the more interesting relics is a 
solid brass bedstead from the cabin of 
the captain of the Massachusetts, used 
during the late Spanish war, and a six 
inch shell taken from the wrecked bat- 
tleship Maine.

RATTLESNAKES GUARD MAIL 


Poitntatiter In South Carolina Pro- 


tects Ills Offlce Acalust Robbers. 
Jesse A. Pinson Is postmaster at 


Thicketty, Cherokee county, S. C., 
where he also conducts a, largo country 
etore. During the last few days Pin- 
eon has been attending United States 
court in Greenville as witness against 
a man who three months ago robbed 
the postofflce and incidentally the 
Btore. 
., 


Mr. Pinson says this Is the last rob- 


bery he will suffer from. Thicketty is 
near the mountains that skirt the state 
on the north, and there rattlesnakes 
are numerous. The mountaineers know 
the dens of the reptiles and are expert 
in catching them. Pinson advertised 
for a large box of the ugliest looking 
reptiles to be had, and he got them. 


During the day the snakes are on ex- 


hibition iu a glass covered box; at 
night Pinson tethers them out in his 
store with a stout twine "to catch 
rats," says a Columbia (S. C.) dispatch 
to the Chicago Inter Ocean. While 
they keep the rats thinned out, they 
aiso Insure inhabitants taking the op- 
posite side of the road from that store 
at night He is never awakened at 
night with a request to deliver some 
belated citizen his mail or to sell a 
dime's worth of cheese. 
When the 


store is closed, it remains closed until 
after daylight, when the watch snakes 
can be pulled by the strings into their 
boxes. 


Mr. Pinson says he will never be dis- 


turbed by a native, and If strangers 
passing through take a.fancy to his 
place of business they are welcome to 
break in. He has no fear that they 
will carry away either mall matter'or 
groceries. But the county will have to 
pay for the coffins. 


WONDERFUL CAVE FOUND. 


Marrelons Subterranean Chambers 


Near Red Bad, Ills. 


A party in being organized at Red 


Bud, Ills., to thoroughly explore the re- 
cently discovered care, which will prob- 
ably rival th* famous Mammoth cave, 
situated about ten miles west of Red 
Bud, 
in what ii known as the "Sink- 


hole" diitrict. The cave was discov- 
ered accidentally by hunters in pursuit 
of wild game. Iti entrance is reached 
by passing down a wild, rocky ravine, 
but to get to the bottom of the cave a 
rope ladder must be used, as the dis- 
tance Is about 20 feet, according to the 
St Louis Republic. 


The cave BO far has only been ex- 


plored to the extent of about five miles 
and'is found to contaip a succession of 
wonderful avenues, chambers, lakes, 
domes and other marvels. One cham- 
ber—the star—is about 250 feet long, 40 
feet wide and 30 feed high, the ceiling 
of which is composed of black gypsum 
and is studded wjth Innumerable white 
points that by a dim light resemble 
stars; hence the name of the chamber. 


There are several other large cham- 


bers, but so far have not been named. 
There Is also a running stream of clear 
water passing through the cave, which 
is alive with bllrfd fish. Several were 
caught and placed on exhibition at 
Red Bud, but only lived a few days. 
They were of a dark grayish color. 
The skeletons of several wild animals 
were found near the entrance of the 
cave, presumably those of the bear or 
wolf, a class of animals now extinct in 
this part of the state.

At Watkins, N; Y., water is now sold

WONDERFUL CORN CROP 


Grain Left by Mound Builders 


Sprouts and Grows. 


EEiCABEABLE 
INDIANA FIELD, 


Bountiful Crop RaUed Prom Tbese 


Kernel! |n Which Germ of Life In 
Said to Be 3.OOO Year* Old— Seed Un- 


Frosa JUosisds In Arkansas. 


"Wrapped up in this little grain of 


corn is a germ of life that has re- 
tained Its vitality over 3,000 years, 
though the Iffe of a corn ge.rm is but 
from ffve to seven years ordinarily. 
This kernel connects us with that un- 
known past of tbe Mississippi valley 
and Inclosed within its husk Is con- 
vincing proof teat King Corn has de- 
generated." Dr. Cullen, a scientist and 
a prominent medical man of Anderson, 
Ind., made this statement as he picked 
up an ordinary looking grain of yel- 
low corn from his table, says the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. Continuing his 
storytStprhlch Is fully authenticated, lie 
said: 


"Just south of Anderson, on the 


Dempsy Waggy farm, is being grown 
the most wonderful corn crop in the 
country. A few of these grains have 
been put in touch with nature, after 
lying 3,000 years, and the result, I be- 
lieve, is the most remarkable demon- 
stration of vitality in the history of 
the world. The growing corn itself 
is a marvel. The fleld looks like a 
forest, and it. will run from 150 to 200 
bushels an acre. 


"It will be remembered that when 


the excavations at Pompeii were be- 
gun some years ago a baker's shop 
was unearthed, and loaves were found 
In the oven that were still Intact ajad 
that a few weeks later wheat was 
found In some old jars that had been 
heremetically sealed by the lava cov- 
ering them. Thus buried under strata 
Impervious to the elements and kept 
perfectly dry tbe grain bad laid since I 
the lava from Vesuvius poured down ; 
and blotted out Pompeii and Hercu- ' 
laneum. 
Experiments made by the 


Royal Museum of England demon- S 
Btrated the fact that these grains had 
retained the germ cf life, and when j 
planted they sprouted and grew as 
if they had been the grain of the ore* 
vious harvest. 


"In opening the earth and stone 


works of the prehistoric peoples of this 
continent a great. many pots of corn 
have been found. The receptacles in 
many cases have been hermetically 
sealed and when opened the grain look- 
ed as bright and 'lively' as if it had 
been put away but a few weeks in- 
stead of for ages. But when experi- 
ments were made it was found the 
germ of life had departed from the 
grain. On the Wajfey farm, however, 
corn is growing that is tbe descendant 
of a crop grown in Arkansas not less 
than 1,500 and possibly as much as 
4,000 years ago. I believe that, with 
the exception of the Pompeii wheat, 
this is the most remarkable growth of 
vegetation in history. 


"Three years ago I was bunting in 


Arkansas. I wa* laid up with my com- 
panions several days at a point named 
Marked Tree. While I was there some 
archaeologists, who had been studying 
the mounds of the valley, arrived and 
began work at that point. They made 
the usual findings and nothing more. 
There were many trinkets, and deeper 
•were found bones at humans. In a her- 
metically sealed receptacle they found 
several skeleton* and some jars of 
corn, which was not uncommon. Tha 
corn was carefully put away. Tbe jars 
were made airtight, either by tlie peo- 
ple who buried them or by the action 
of the surrounding substances. Like 
other corn which bad been found, it 
was bright, dry, solid and 'lively.' The 
explorers confiscated this corn, but 
gave me a handful, which I wrapped in 
my handkerchief and later threw into 
my bunting outfit and brought home, 
where It lay over one winter. 


"Tbe archaeologists estimated that 


the remains which they uncovered at 
Marked Tree had been interred from 
2,600 to 3,000 years. I do not know 
what became of the rest of the seed, 
but the next year the corn was turned 
over to Waggy and planted in one cor- 
ner of his field. It was a surprise when 
the tiny blades shot through tbe 
ground. The corn grew marvelously 
fast, and as it developed It showed new 
marvels every day. When matured, the 
stalks reached 12 feet in height in some 
cases, and they are as thick at the 
ground as a man's wrist. 


"There are no leaves nearer than 


three feet from tbe ground. 
Three 


then shoot out. They are heavy and 
long, resembling a cactus leaf in some 
respects. About two feet farther up 
are the ears of corn. 
Many stalks 


bear six and none has fewer than four 
cars. At this rate the yield would run 
250 bushels. 


"Above the ears the stalk continues 


three or four feet and is capped by an 
elaborate tassel. The husks surround- 
ing the ears are heavy, and as the corn 
matures they break and curl back, re- 
vealing a firm, 'yellow grained ear. 
The grains are solid and exceptionally 
good for feeding. The roots of the 
plant are long and bury themselves 
deep In 'the ground. While other corn 
suffered on account of the drought the 
prehistoric corn 'has been green and 
healthy. Viewing the crop, one can- 
not but be convinced that corn is de- 
generating, If this was the beginning 
of what w« bars today."

INDIAN BASKETRY. 
'• 


Interesting Collection Being Ar- 


ranged by the National Museum, 
The National museum at Washing- 


ton is arranging a recent purchase of 
basketry and expects to have tbe col-, 
lection ready for exhibition in the 
course of the next three months. Bas- 
ketry is succeeding pottery as a fad, 
and the museum prides Itself on hav- 
ing a fine collection. Dr. J. N. Hud- 
son of Ufciah, CoL, spent the greater 
part of his life In the study and col- j 
lection of these pieces of Indian work- 
manship, and the result of his years of 
work can soon be seen at the museum, 
as his specimens have been purchased 
for $3,000, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Tribune. A 
gallery recently built above the pot- 
tery specimens of Oregon and Nevada 
is filled with these curios. One side of 
the gallery is devoted to the Hudson 
collection, the other cases containing 
basketry of the various weaves and 
makes of 'the different tribes of In- 
dians in America. These specimens 
represent some 56,000. 


The finest baskets are made of the 


roots of trees. These rootlets can of- 
ten be obtained at least ten fef>t in 
length, while pliable wood from the 
same tree would be in short pieces 
wholly uustiited to smooth work. Ev- 
ery sort of uesign has been used, dis- 
playing a remarkable intuitive knowl- 
edge of geometry in the figures and de- 
signs. Much of the fine work has been 
done with the needle, but the weavers 
have also shown good execution. This 
basketwork has been the kindergartea 
of the lacemakers. Once the needle is 
Introduced basket making becomes sec- 
ondary, and the women devote their 
time to lacemakinjj. The collection is 
going through a treatment of corrosive 
sublimate and alcohol to kill the little 
beetles which attack the specimens. 


Lnrpre Order's for Quinine. 


One of the biggest orders of quinin > 


on record has been given to a Philadel- 
phia firm by the government, says a 
Washington special dispatch to the 
Chicago Tribune. The order was for 
7,500,000 grains ^of»quinine in 5,000 
bottles, c»ch containmg 500 three grain 
pills. When tbe bid was opened at the 
Armory building on Saturday, the Phil 
adelphia firm was the lowest bidder, 
the bid being 93 cents a bottle, rangier 
from 8% cents to 37 cents under tlir 
other bids. This quinine was ordereO 
by the government for the use of th 
United States army.

In a special dispatch from Washing- 


ton the New York World prints what 
It says la the treaty which has been 
agreed to by the sultan of Sulu 
and the United States as to'the gov- 
ernment and control of the sultan's do- 
minions and the relations between the 
•two nations. Secretary of State Hill, 
the article says, asserts that the doc- 
ument is of a military rather than of 
a diplomatic character, as it was en- 
tered into between the army and the 
eultan with the consent of President 
McKinley. 


It is even, doubtful whether or not 


It will be sent to congress to be formal- 
ly ratified, In accordance with the rule 
established for the treatment of docu- 
ments t)ffecttaft the relations of the 
United .'States with a foreign country 
and with the Indian tribes. 


The terms of the treaty which The 


World says has been unanimously ap- 
proved by President McKinley's cabi- 
net, but which Washington authorities 
now state have not been approved by 
the president, are substantially as fol- 
lows: 


•L The United States guarantees pro- 


tection to the government of the sul- 
tan as It now exists. 


2. The United States agrees that all 


trade and domestic products of the ar- 
chipelago, when carried on by the sul- 
tan or the Moro people under the flag 
of the United States, is to be free, un- 
limited and undutiable. 


8. The sultan is allowed to communi- 


cate direct with the military governor 
of the Philippines at Manila in making 
complaint, protest or recommendation 
concerning the acts of United States 
officers representing American author- 
ity at Jolo. (The principal town and 
seat of the sultan's government.) 


4. The United States agrees to the 


preservation of existing social condi- 
tions on condition that every person 
held In bondage or ownership under 
grant of the sultan, or by individual 
purchase, shall be entitled to his liber- 
ty upon the payment of $20 (American 
money) to the crown. 


5. For governing his subjects and 


preserving the peace. In accordance 
with the instructions from tbe military 
governor of the Islands, the sultan is 
to receive the equivalent of $500 
American money per month; his three 
chief advisers to receive $75 a month, 
and three secondary advisers $60 a 
month; the sultan's secretary, $50 per 
month; the keeper of his household, 
known as Raja Mura (keeper of the 
royal harem), $40 per month, and Serif 
Saguin (assistant keeper), $15 per 
month. 


6. The United States agrees not to 


sell any part of the archipelago to any 
foreign power without the consent of 
the sultan and his government 


1. Hadgi Mohamad Womolol Klran, 


on behalf of the sultanate of Sulu, 
agrees to maintain absolute peace 
among his subjects and to punish, with 
the assistance .of the United States 
government, all hostile acts against 
the sovereignty of the latter govern- 
ment 


2. The sultan and his government 


agree to the second article dictated by 
the United States. 


8. The sultan agrees to the third ar- 


ticle dictated by the United States. 


4. The sultan agrees to make no 


change concerning the government of 
his people without proper consultation 
and the approval of the United States, 
as also the article denning the rights of 
bondmen to purchase their freedom. 


5. The sultan accepts on behalf of 


himself and his subordinates the sal- 
ary to be paid him and them by the 
United States government by an au- 
thorized agent of the United States, on 
the first day of each and every month, 
so long as the treaty shall remain in 
effect 


6. The sultan agrees not to sell, dis- 


pose of or lease any part of the archi- 
pelago over which he rules to any for- 
eign power without the consent of the 
United States.

gl Mohamad Womolol Klran and six 
of bis chief datoa (or advisers) are at- 
tached.

For Those Who Want Postal Position 


A civil service examlnatldn will be 


held in this city December 6, beginning 
at 9 in the morning, for the positions of 
clerk and carrier in the local postofflce. 
The examination will consist of spel- 
ling, arithmetic, letter writing, pen- 
manship, copying from plain, copy, geog- 
raphy of the United States, and reading 
addresses. The arithmetic will consist 
of tests in the fundamental principles, 
extending as far as common and deci- 
mal fractions and embracing: problems. 
The age limitations for this examina- 
tion are aa follows: 
Clerk, not less 


than IS yean); carrier, between 21 and 
40. 


Applicants for carrier must weigh at 


least 125 pounds, must be not less than 
5 feet 4 inches in height, and must file 
with their applications a medical cer- 
tificate, showing them to be not under 
the required height and weight and to 
possess he required physical qualifica- 
tions. Applications must be flled with 
the board at the postoffice by December 
1. All thte necessary blank may be se- 
cured at the postcfflce. Although the 
examination is open to all citizens of 
th« United States, attention is called to 
the fact that it is the practice of the 
postoffloe department in making ap- 
pointments to the grades of clerk and 
carrier to give preference to those eli- 
giblea whlo are legal residents of the 
territory included within the general 
postal delivery of the city in which the 
examination, is held. Subject to this 
preference applicants will be Examined, 
graded and certified, with entire im- 
partiality, and wholly without regard 
to any consideration save their ability 
as shown by the grade they attain in 
the examination.
